MapDam: 


I have the honour to report on the activities of the Department of Public 
Printing and Stationery as directed by Section 36, Chapter 226, of the Public 
Printing and Stationery Act, R.S. 1952. 


Increases in work output during the year 1956-1957 are reported in a 
number of instances. There was, however, a slight decline in the number of 
impressions in the Letterpress Division due chiefly to a necessary re-adjustment 
period resulting from the move and installation of equipment in the new building. 
Lithographic impressions, on the other hand, have increased from 26,957,955 
to 40,095,025 impressions in the main plant, and from 320,081,009 to 362,741,791 
in the Printing Units of the Department in Ottawa and elsewhere. 


The centralization of duplicating and printing facilities in departments under 
the jurisdiction of this Department initiated some ten years ago made little 
progress during the year. Nevertheless, it has been possible with the cooperation 
of departments to transfer to the less costly offset printing process millions of 
impressions that were produced on stencil duplicators in departments. This 
transfer was reflected in a reduction of $203,117.94 in our purchases of duplicating 
stencil paper and inks for departments during the year. The cost of the materials 
required for the same volume of printing on offset presses size 10 X 15, amounts 
to only $115,485.46. 


Stamped envelopes printed on rotary envelope machines since September 
1956, show an increase in production of 10,441,713 envelopes as compared with 
last year. The printing of separate patents increased by 3,527, including 
12,590 printed pages, and 8,785 drawings. ‘This substantial increase has been 
accomplished mostly by the effective use of Vari-type machines or “‘cold type’ 
method of producing type. 


The use of paper film instead of conventional base film has been tried in a 
number of instances and savings up to $500 to one job have been realized. A 
pre make-ready machine which eliminates the greater part of cutting and patch- 
ing to level up type form has also proved very efficient and reduced down time 
charged to press make ready. 


The total cost of printing done in the Department was $6,938,288 compared 
with $6,640,569 last year, while orders placed with commercial firms amounted 
to $5,926,472 as against $5,587,884 last year. 


A net loss of $195,691, equivalent to 2.8% of inside printing sales is reported 
in the Printing Branch. Of this amount $165,000 is due to a 5% increase in 
wages of tradesmen granted during the year. The Department also absorbed 
$32,000 for incidental charges incurred during the move.

Stationery Branch operations show a profit of $60,718 due to savings effected 
by the Department through bulk purchasing. 


Sales of government publications to the general public increased by $108,485 
to reach a new high of $460,940. 


The coincidence of moving personnel, equipment and stocks to the new 
premises of the Department during the year along with the processing of an 
increased volume of work, has been a strong test of the staff’s ability to work 
under stern conditions and the Department’s effectiveness in its operations.

Savings are translated into the volume of addztzonal sales required to produce 
them to use the yardstick common to industry when evaluating the contribution 
of Purchasing to net profit. 
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Based on an operation yielding 5% net profit (which is considered a con- 
servative return) our savings would require $6,693,000.00 of sales to produce 
an equivalent return. | 


Only 567 out of 35,028 manufacturing establishments in Canada grossed 
$5,000,000.00 or over during 1954.* Furthermore, 29,787 firms out of this same 
35,028 grossed less than $200,000.00 during the same period. 


Lists of items regularly purchased for customer departments have been 
prepared and submitted to the Chief Procurement Officer. When these items 
are added to the Catalogue we expect a sensible reduction in Non-catalogue 
Requisitions, and additional savings from their purchase in bulk.

Due to the move to the new building it was found possible to amalgamate 
the Nicholas St. and Offset Sub-Stores into Main Stores. While this resulted 
in a temporary reduction of two Sub-Stores sections, the opening of the London, 
Ont. and Rockcliffe Ont. units nullified this reduction. 


The total value of all stores inventories at March 29/57 amounted to 
$2,266,889.99. 


With a minimum of overtime work, it was found possible to move all Main 
Stores from Ottawa to the new Hull Building without additional help. This 
was accomplished without interruption in service to the Production Branch and 
customer departments by scheduling the movement of stock. By this planned 
movement of stores it was possible to complete the transfer of Main Stores and 
be in complete operation within a ten day period. 


During the year a programme a modernization was started. Although the 
transfer of operations was completed during the month of October, a stock 
location system has been completely organized and installed in the largest Main 
Stores (Stationery) and another in Paper Stores is fifty percent (50%) completed. 
It is the intention to inaugurate this system in all Main Stores during thecoming 
year. In addition to Stock Location, Standardization of Packaging and Visual 
Age Identification schemes are well under way. 


Further to the above a survey has been completed of all Main and Sub- 
Stores in accordance with T.B. 495829 Re: Deletions from Inventory of all 
obsolete and time expired materials for write-off. These reports are at present 
being presented to the Departmental Board of Survey for write-off action.

During the fiscal year, a branch office was opened at Camp Borden and 
mobile units were supplied to Halifax, Esquimalt and the Central Ontario. 


The Office Machine Division Headquarters at 47 Clarence Street was 
demolished by fire and the estimated loss amounts to $131,750.00. This 
covered spare parts and machines in surplus stores. 


The Office Machine Division operated for the first time on an appropriation. 
The original amount allocated was $510,000.00; it was reduced to $450,000.00. 
The year was completed with a surplus of approximately $49,000.00. 


ART AND ILLUSTRATION DIVISION 


During the fiscal year ending March 31, 1957, the Art and Illustration 
Section planned, designed and produced, 84 projects for 20 Departments of 
Government. 


The largest assignment during this fiscal year was the planning, designing 
and production, of “CANADA—Vacations Unlimited” for the Canadian 
Government Travel Bureau. This occupied many months of time, and was 
very well received by the Department in question and is enjoying a wide distri- 
bution throughout the world.

Administrative Services Branch 


On March 31, 1957, the staff of the department comprised 534 clerical 
employees as compared with 510 last year and 1045 Prevailing Rate employees 
in the printing and other trades as compared with 976 last year, an increase of 
24 clerical employees and 69 prevailing rate employees respectively. 


Following is a statement of the departmental staff strength over the past 
ten years.

The staff turnover during the past year involved 229 separations and 354 
appointments. <A total of 49 local promotion competitions were conducted 
during the year which resulted in a like number of promotions and transfers 
within the department. 


During the year, the wage rates of all printing trades classes were revised 
upward in accordance with rates prevailing for comparable classes in job printing 
firms in the City of Montreal. 


The training section accounted for 27 trade trainees, of which 12 were 
T.T. compositors, 11 T.T. in Offset, and 4 T.T. bookbinders.

Engineering Branch 


Since this is the first time the activities of the Engineering Branch have 
been described in the Annual Report, it is appropriate that it be prefaced bya 
brief summary of the ways in which it contributes to the aims of the Department. 


The function of the Engineering Branch is to service the main plant and 
departmental printing units in the following manner: 


1. maintain existing production machinery, auxiliary equipment, and 
extensions to service equipment; 


2. revise existing plant layouts, including alterations to machinery and 
equipment; 


3. study and investigate the purchase of new equipment; 
prepare contract plans and specifications for new equipment installation; 


5. design and fabricate auxiliary plant equipment peculiar to the needs of 
the printing industry; 


6. maintain motor vehicles; 


=I 


maintain haison with the Departments of Public Works and National 
Defence in connection with services which are the direct responsibility 
of those Departments, namely— 


(a) service equipment maintenance; 
(b) building construction and maintenance; 
(c) yard and ground maintenance. 


i VAIN. PLANT 


The past year was unique in that there were three distinct phases in ope- 
ration of the main plant. The first phase covered the months of April, May, 
June, and July, when the Main Plant operations were performed in the old build- 
ing at 75 St. Patrick Street, Ottawa. The second phase covered the months of 
August, September, and October, when the operation known as the ‘“‘main move”’ 
took place. The third phase covered the months of November and December, 
1956, and January, February, and March of 1957, when the Main Plant opera- 
tions were performed in the new building in Hull, Quebec. 


Prior to April 1, 1956, the greater part of the work performed by this 
Branch had direct connection with the move to the new building in Hull. The 
work included the layout of the production equipment, and arrangements for the 
contractors and the Department of Public Works for such services as electricity, 
water, air and gas for the equipment; arrangements for telephones and other 
communications systems; liaison with the architect and contractor on equipment 
specifications, partitions and office furniture. 


Contract plans and specifications for moving the equipment were investi- 
gated with the Department of Public Works and various moving firms. Using 
the lists of equipment and the layouts prepared for each division, the Department 
of Public Works was able to ask for tenders for the move which resulted in their 
accepting a bid of $169,896.00 from Hurdman Brothers, Ottawa. 


Production equipment, white paper and finished stock were removed from 
fourteen rented buildings in Ottawa and Hull, to the new building, thereby 
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vacating areas totalling approximately 84,000 square feet. Twelve of these 
buildings had been used as storage areas and the contents were moved by the 
personnel and trucking facilities of the Department. The other two areas, 
Victoria Island and the Canadian Building, were moved by Hurdman Brothers 
under contract of the Department of Public Works. 


The Victoria Island printing plant was combined with the offset presses 
from 75 St. Patrick Street to provide an integrated lithographic division. The 
patents printing plant was moved from the Canadian Building in February; 
three Linotype machines and other equipment were added at that time, allowing 
facilities for increased production demands. 


The first phase covers the four months immediately preceding the “main 
move’’, and, as may well be appreciated, apart from the regular duties, every 
spare moment was devoted to moving preparations. 


During the months of August, September, and October, the Department 
was in the process of transferring the Main Plant operations from 75 St. Patrick 
Street to the new building in Hull. The objective of the Department during the 
“main move”’ was to accomplish this task without impairing production. This 
objective was accomplished by following a schedule for the transfer of some of 
the equipment in each of the various divisions of the Production Branch, thereby 
establishing a basic printing plant in the new building with the Jeast delay and, 
at the same time, preserving a certain amount of production capacity in each of 
these divisions in the old building so that at no time was production shut down 
entirely in any one of the several operations performed. The basic plan was 
augmented equally in all functions as the move proceeded and all of the equip- 
ment was in operation in the new building by the latter part of October. As a 
result of this move procedure, the Main Plant operations were divided between 
two plants for the greater part of three months. 


Upon reflection, the Department may be justly proud of the fine work 
performed by all personnel involved in the ‘‘main move’’, for it was completed 
without any reports of injury to personnel, or damage to machinery, service 
equipment, or buildings. 


MAcHINERY MAINTENANCE 


The production equipment has been maintained in the best possible condition 
and improvements in existing equipment have proceeded. 


Machinery maintenance work orders originate from: 


1. pre-determined regular inspection programme and maintenance require- 
ments uncovered by such inspection; 


2. requests from the departmental branches regarding maintenance or 
repair work; 


3. alterations proposed by management, production, or engineering. 


At the present time the majority of the work orders originate from requests 
of the departmental branches. The Engineering Branch has initiated, and is 
presently installing, an all-inclusive preventive maintenance programme to 
disclose needed repairs in the early stages when the remedy is usually simple 
and inexpensive. The establishment of such a system will reduce the need for 
emergency repairs with a consequent reduction in production downtime. Fewer 
emergency repairs will also enable the Branch to make more effective use of 
maintenance personnel. 
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MACHINERY ALTERATIONS 
Machine Drive Conversion 


Much of the machinery in the old building was driven from a direct current 
power source. As a result of the proposed move to the new building, it was 
necessary to convert this machinery to operate from alternating current power. 
The conversion work was performed at periodic intervals, to co-incide with 
production demands, over the past three years. At the same time, the equip- 
ment drives were also improved and modernized. 


The breakdown of the conversion work is as shown below:

New EQUIPMENT INSTALLATION 
Machinery Installation 


Over the years some of the machinery had become obsolete and not worth 
moving. Investigations were carried out to determine what replacements 
would be best suited to the new building to give maximum output. To this end 
the installation of ten new letter presses was completed and an eight-box com- 
bination gathering machine, designed for Hansard production, was installed 
according to specification. In addition to the above, production machinery, 
valued at approximately $500,000.00, was purchased in the year 1956-57. The 
more important pieces of machinery included in this figure are: four Monotype 
casters, a 44 x 56 paper folder, a 35 x 45 offset press, a 4-post stamping press, 
a book smasher, and ten vari-typers. 


AUXILIARY PLANT EQUIPMENT 


The move to the new building necessitated repairing and renovating 
existing auxiliary equipment, as well as constructing new equipment in order to 
utilize floor space more effectively and to harmonize with the new environment. 


The more important items of equipment designed and made by the Car- 
pentry Shop include: proof readers’ desks; bindery tables; opaquing tables; 
shop work benches; hand trucks; plant shelving; panel truck shelving for Type- 
writer Repair Sections; plant notice boards; key cabinets. 


Motor VEHICLES 


In the course of the past year a fleet of twelve motor vehicles was kept in 
service. The vehicles travelled a total distance of 76,731 miles at a cost of 
$14,861.25 to the Department, or an overall average cost of 19.4¢c a mile. This 
cost includes gas, oil, greasing, repairs (labour and material), storage, deprecia- 
tion and miscellaneous items. 
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2.—PRINTING UNITS 


Equipment maintenance, changes and installations, were provided for 
nineteen printing units and eight sub units operating outside of the Main Plant. 
Seven plants and three sub plants are in the Ottawa area, and twelve plants and 
five sub plants are located in various centres across Canada. 


The replacement value of equipment in the plants in the Ottawa area is 
estimated at $750,000.00 and that of the units outside of Ottawa, at $350,000.00. 


MACHINERY MAINTENANCE 


Small Printing Presses 


The sixty-one machines operating in the Ottawa area represent an investment 
of approximately $240,000.00 and have been serviced by the Branch at a cost 
approximately 40% less than would be the case if this work had been performed 
on a service contract basis by the supplier. This saving represents a dollar 
value of $4,780.00 a year. 


New EQUIPMENT INSTALLATION 


During the year approximately $230,000.00 worth of production machinery 
was purchased and installed in the Outside Printing Units. While the selection 
of this equipment is primarily the concern of the Outside Printing Units Branch, 
the Engineering Branch is consulted concerning installation, power and service 
requirements, specifications affecting maintenance, and recommendations on 
the equipment. 


Puant Layouts 


Plant layouts have been made for the Printing Units at Rockcliffe (Ottawa), 
St. Patrick Street (Ottawa), London and Winnipeg, providing for a total area 
of 16,650 square feet. The individual areas are listed below:

These layouts have been made to assure the provision of a total area adequate 
for the estimated production with a proper balance between floor area and the 
various functions while allowing for expansion; and to provide direction for the 
installation of building services, location of the Office Machine Section, when 
required, and other auxiliary factors pertaining to a printing plant providing 


service for a particular area. Special features have included the adoption of an 
illumination standard of 50 foot-candles and a colour dynamics scheme for both 
the plant and the machinery. These special features were introduced to reduce 
employee eye fatigue and provide a pleasant colour effect which indirectly 
contributes to increased production. 


The St. Patrick Street, Rockcliffe, and London Plants are now in operation. 
The Rockcliffe Plant was established on November 1, 1956; the St. Patrick 
Street Plant was transferred from the Canadian Building over the weekend of 
January 11, 1957; and the London Plant started operations in the early part of 
February, 1957. The opening of the new Winnipeg Plant is expected to take 
place in the coming fiscal year. 
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A layout study was also made for an ideal ten-machine plant. This study 
was made with a view to forecasting optimum machinery, equipment services, 
and floor space requirements for a ten-machine plant, and also to assure that 
machinery was oriented in such a manner as to provide proper work flow. It is 
the intention of the Branch to carry out similar studies for four, six, and eight- 
machine plants. 


AUXILIARY PLANT EQUIPMENT 
Auxiliary equipment required for the Rockcliffe, London and Winnipeg 


printing plants was designed and fabricated by our Carpentry Shop for the 
following costs:

The St. Patrick Street Plant was a transfer from the Canadian Building 
and only such items of equipment were made as was found necessary to make more 
effective use of the available floor space. 


Publications Branch 


The Publications Branch, under the direction of the Superintendent of 
Publications, is entirely a service agency engaged in cataloguing and distributing 
publications of the Federal Government. It discharges four primary functions 
all provided by law and Treasury Board regulations: (a) the compilation and 
issuance of official catalogues and price lists; (b) the sale of Government publica- 
tions; (c) the distribution of official publications to depository libraries and to 
persons and institutions entitled to receive them free of charge; and (d) mailing 
service for other agencies of the Government including the maintenance of 
mailing lists. 

The Department has negotiated and signed agreements with the Depart- 
ment of Mines and Technical Surveys, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and 
the Patent and Copyright Office in accordance with the recommendations and 
terms contained in the regulations governing the sale and distribution of govern- 
ment publications. 

These agreements are greatly responsible for a more efficient routing and 
processing of orders and we expect that all related problems should be solved by 
the termination of the fiscal year 1957-58. 


With certain exceptions, the practice of ‘‘charge account’’ sales was dis- 
continued when early in the year, customers were informed that prepayment was 
required on all purchases. One form of advance payment is through the esta- 
blishment of a deposit account with the Department whereby the client entrusts 
a minimum of $10.00 to cover the cost of publications he expects to purchase. 
Nearly 2,500 customers maintained or opened such an account and they have 
found it a convenient means of ordering, for it has enabled them to buy fre- 
quently while at the same time eliminating the necessity of forwarding related: 
remittances. With each purchase, they are also supplied with up-to-date 
information on the status of the account they hold. 


SALE OF GOVERNMENT PUBLICATIONS 


Sales of Government publications and periodicals reached new peaks during 
the fiscal year 1956-57. Total sales of publications and advertising in the 
Canada Gazette amounted to $679,396.53 deposited in the Consolidated Fund 
as miscellaneous receipts, a 22% increase of $119,089.80 over 1955-56. Not 
included is an amount of $29,174.19 representing revenues received from the 
sale of publications by the Department of Mines and Technical Surveys and 
not deposited in the Queen’s Printer’s account.

Against expenditures of $407,258.01 for the printing and binding of official 
publications for sale (including Mines and Technical Surveys publications) the 
sales revenue for fiscal year 1956-57 amounted to $587,456.16, the cash receipts 
exceeding the printing costs by $180,199.15. The above expenditures include 
the cost of printing the Daily Checklist and the Monthly, Annual and sectional 
Catalogues. 


Sales of miscellaneous publications to the general public amounted to 
$460,940.64 in comparison with $352,455.49 in 1955-56, a 31% increase of 
$108,485.15. 


The receipts from subscriptions to Government periodicals from the genera] 
public increased by 29% from $55,696.08 in 1955-56 to $71,599.27 in 1956-57 | 


The receipts from paid notices inserted in the Canada Gazette, Part I, 
increased from $60,865.91 in 1955-56 to $71,813.44 in 1956-57. 


During the year, a new method of printing extracts from the Canada 
Gazette Part II was inaugurated and has resulted in a speedier delivery to 
departments as well as in a savings in printing costs of over $14,000.00. 


The number of orders received with remittance totalled 117,931 as com- 
pared to 97,952 in 1955-56, an increase of nearly 20%. 


Invoices and deposit account orders processed increased in volume by 25% 
from 60,210 in the previous year as compared to 75,139 in 1956-57 while depart- 
mental requisitions received and handled showed an increase of 66 from 3,843 
in 1955-56 to 3,909. 
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Official Catalogues and Publicity 

The Catalogue and Publicity Division continued its efforts in the systematic 
cataloguing and classifying of all official publications of Parliament and the 
several federal government departments. This also allows the prompt and 
accurate answer of requests concerning availability, prices and distribution 
policy applicable to official publications along with the rapid processing of 
orders received. 


Daily Checklists, Monthly and Annual Catalogues of Government Publica- 
tions were compiled and published regularly in bilingual editions. At the 
request of the Department of Northern Affairs and National Resources, the 
Division compiled and published a sectional catalogue listing all that Depart- 
ment’s publications and the conditions of their availability. By the end of the 
year, nearly two-thirds of all official publications had been classified. 


The Division’s Reference section received and answered by form letter or 
direct reply, nearly 15,000 letters of inquiry. 


Publications of topical or general interest offered for sale by the Department 
were advertised in 15 Selected Titles Bulletins and 36 separate direct mail order 
promotions issued in bilingual form or according to the language of the publica- 
tions on sale. The 30% increase in revenues derived from this active programme 
attests to the popularity of government publications and is reflected in the 
increased volume of orders received and processed by the Branch. 


Free Distribution of Publications (Excepting Statutes of Canada and Statutory 
Orders and Regulations) 


In accordance with regulations controlling the distribution of government 
publications, 43 copies of each English and 13 copies of each French publication 
issued in the year were sent to 38 English and 8 French full-depository libraries. 
This free distribution includes 5 and 2 copies in both languages sent to the 
Library of Parliament and the National Library of Canada, respectively. 


A copy of each Daily Checklist was sent to 1,216 selective depositories and 
authorized officials including Members of both Houses of Parliament who, by 
regulation, are entitled on request, to receive one copy of current publications. 
The average free distribution was 110 copies of each publication. 


Free Distribution of Statutes of Canada, 1956, and Statutory Orders and Regula- 
trons, 1956-57 
Free distribution of the Revised and Annual Statutes of Canada is regulated 
by the Publications of Statutes Act, Ch. 230, R.S.C. 1952. 


Regulations governing the free distribution to authorized categories are 
contained in Order in Council P.C. 1953-609, dated April 27, 1953, as amended 
by P.C. 1953-1661, dated October 28, 1953, which also provides that the recip- 
ients may automatically receive a similar number of semi-monthly editions of 
Canada Gazette, Part II, printed in the same language. 


Distribution is made on written request only. In the case of provincial 
judiciary or officials, service is furnished on application by the Attorney General 
or Provincial Secretary; copies are sent to Federal departments’ officials when 
personally recommended by the Deputy Minister of the Department concerned.

At the end of the year 1,431 English and 532 French subscriptions to Canada 
Gazette Part II were being sent free of charge to those officials listed above 
entitled to and who had requested such complimentary service. 


Addressing and Mailing Service 


Because the Branch acquired modern addressing and high-speed mailing 
equipment, a number of departments have accepted our offer to perform plate 
embossing, addressing and despatching operations on their behalf while also 
servicing their mailing lists when and as required by them. By use of modern 
techniques, the Branch has addressed, sorted and mailed 85,000 monthly copies 
of periodicals in 2 days as compared to a two-week operation when performed 
by the department concerned. ‘This is a typical example of the benefits of 
centralized mailing as a service to government departments. 


A total of 56,900 envelopes were addressed for departments whose mailing 
lists are with the Branch while 2,700 plates were embossed for continuing use. 


The Publications Branch, wherever feasible, has increased the number of 
periodicals being despatched as ‘‘self-mailers’’? without envelopes, thus greatly 
decreasing manual envelope insertions and economizing on the purchase and 
use of envelopes. The number of copies of periodicals addressed for mailing to 
individuals during the year totalled 3,459,457 and were contained in sorted 
bundles and 654,075 envelopes. 


At the end of the year 455 lists serving nearly 300,000 individuals were 
being maintained up-to-date in the Branch proper while in outside units, the 
Branch was responsible for 75 lists used in regular mailings to 53,500 addressees. 
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Shipping 
A total of 281,022 pieces containing varying amounts of publications were 
prepared in the stores and shipping sections for despatch.

Along with local delivery slips and consolidated way-bills for out of town 
shipments, 118 sets of Customs declarations were prepared for consignments to 
destinations in other countries. 


Publications Stores 


A great amount of work was involved in moving stock from the old quarters 
and several warehouses into the new Printing Bureau. Concurrent with the 
move was the task of shelving the publications in pre-determined general stores 
areas according to the adopted classification system. Progressively, the 
Branch has absorbed stocks from five other departments and this transfer is a 
continuing one. 


Speedier fulfillment of orders has been made possible by the creation of 
special bays to handle orders received from the general distribution of Selected 
Titles promotion leaflets and other means of sales soliciting. Special bays and 
shelving were also a means for expedient and centralized processing of orders 
received through the medium of the Daily Checklist of Government Publications. 


Departmental Post Office 


This unit was primarily set up for the mailing of publications distributed 
by the Branch and at the same time assists the Post Office Department who are 
freed from the task of primary sorting of mailed matter. Consequently most of 
the filled bags (averaging 50 lbs. weight) are loaded directly on to mail trains 
instead of routing them through the Ottawa Post Office proper. 


As a service to other branches in this Department, the unit also processes 
their outgoing mail which this year totalled nearly 18,000 pieces requiring 
special handling. 


The unit handled 735,729 house-holder promotion leaflets sent as pre- 
counted parcels; 125,724 pieces requiring postage; 1,965,750 promotion circulars 
and 655,000 envelopes containing material mailed frank-free along with 1,184,000 
sorted bundles of periodicals and 274,121 miscellaneous parcels. 


This increasing volume of mail is reflected in the mounting number of mail 
bags despatched to the Post Office Department as shown by the following 
comparative statement of output in the last five years: 1952-53 (29,592); 1953-54 
(27,252) ; 1954-55 (26,255) ; 1955-56 (30,167) and 1956-57 (36,994). It shows that 
6,827 more bags of mail were sent this year than in 1955-56. 


Financial Services Branch 


In presenting the financial report for this Department, it should be noted 
that despite the increase in the volume of business, that only minor staff changes 
were required. Systems and procedures have been revised to simplify paper 
work, and to reduce costs. The method of time recording has been improved 
and changed from manual to audio. This change will save approximately 
$15,000 a year. ‘To speed up production, inventory and other daily reports a 
high speed computer was added to the tabulating division. Further details are as 
follows. 


Of the $4,000,000 in the Queen’s Printer’s Advance Account as at March 31, 
1957, there was a credit balance with the Receiver General of Canada of 
$1,085,678 as compared with a credit balance of $1,512,839 as at March 31, 1956. 
This decrease of $427,161 is attributed to various reasons, of which one is the 
result of an increase in the amount of stock carried on hand due to expansion in 
the printing operations. Furthermore, a rise in the price cof raw material has 
contributed its fair share of the increase value of inventories. Finally, the excess 
of expenditures over revenues is also responsible for a reduction in the liquid 
position as compared with previous year’s. 


Normally, during the year the amount on credit with the Receiver General 
of Canada is seldom more than sufficient to cover our monthly payroll and 
accounts payable. At the end of the year all accounts 1eceivable representing 
amounts owed to the Department by Parliament and Government Departments 
are liquidated. and in addition, inventories of printing material and work-in- 
process are reduced to the minimum. This results, therefore, in a considerable 
increase in the credit with the Receiver General as at that date. 


Printing sales for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1957, were $12,854,760 as 
compared to $12,228,453 for the previous year, or a net increase of $626,307. 
The total operations show an excess of $135,973 in expenditures over revenues, 
which could be divided into two distinctive categories, that is, printing and 
stationery. 

In the printing operations, the excess of expenditures over revenues amounts 
to $196,691 which in turn represents the difference between actual and standard 
rates. Of this amount $165,000 is due to revision of wage rates for tradesmen. 
This represents a 5% increase as compared to the fiscal year ending March 31, 
1956. Manufacturing expenses as well as other operating expenses have fol- 
lowed an upward trend due to higher cost in the purchase of consumable materials 
and payment of services. These higher costs were, however, offset by reduction 
in other overhead items. In addition, the Department had to absorb in its 
revenue $32,000 for incidental charges as loss time by employees, setting up of 
machines etc., incurred on account of the move to new premises in Hull. 


The excess of expenditures over revenues for the Printing Branch represents 
2.8% of inside printing sales. Considering the fact the plant was moved during 
this period, this small percentage of excess to sales reflects the effectiveness of 
our operations. 


Due to the extent of increase in expenses resulting partly from the move, and 
rising cost for labour and raw material, it was necessary to revise the printing 
rates structure as of November 1, 1957. Since the last revision in the rates 
was dated November 1, 1954, it was only through better efficiency and develop- 
ment of more economical methods made possible by the acquisition of modern 
equipment, that this Department could meet continuous rising cost in production. 
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An excess of revenues over expenditures in the amount of $60,718 is reflected 
in the Stationery Branch as compared to $91,184 for the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1956. As stationery items are billed to other Departments at average 
cost, this difference arises between the cost of bulk purchases and the unit selling 


price.
